Some Sound Advice 

In this column last week emphasis was laid on the absolute necessity of 
every business man and artizan, in fact of every individual developing their 
old-confidence as a necessary first step towards solving the present business 
depression and consequent lack of employment. There is need for confidence 
by all, in themselves,sin our business men and institutions, in Governments, 
and in our Breat wealth of God-given natural resources. 

Coupled with a return of such confidence there is need for the abandon- 
ment of present-day ideas of softness and ease and a renewal of an old-time 
determination to work. If there is to be a return of prosperity and4gooa 
times, it must be preceded by the old willingness and energy to work—a re- 
turn of those days when everybody was busy from worn till night and found 
real pleasure in their work. \ ee 

Shortly after his accession to the Premiership of Saskatchewan a few 
weeks ago, Hon, C. A. Dunning delivered several addresses before public 
bodies, and the keynote of each address was the need for confidence and the 
substantial grounds which existed to justify such confidence. 

Hon. T. C. Norris, Premier of Manitoba, in an address to the Credit Men's 
Trast Association early last month, laid emphasis on the same need, and on 
the necessity for unremitting labor on the part of all citizens, 

If any men in the West today are in a position to size up the weaknesses 
of the present situation; if there are any men who are confronted with heay- 
jer responsibilities and greater difficulties and problems than other men; if 
there are men who might with reason feel a lack of confidence in the future, 
it is those men who as heads of Governments have had deal daily with 
the scores of complaints and grievances arising out of the hard times of the 
past year. If these men can look to the future with confidence, and are 
willing to devote their best energies and all their time in bringing about that 
betterment which is to be had if it is gone after in the right spirit and in an 
intelligent, determined manner, then there is no reason why others should be 
faint-hearted or lukewarm in effort. 

In his address to“which reference has been made, Premier Norris made 
an important point which is deserving of the serious consideration of all 
workingmen in cities and towns. If, he said, they desired to know the rea- 
son why so many of the brightest young men and women left the country 
forthe city it was this: In the city men agitated for an 8-hour day and a 44- 
hour weck. Every time they clipped anything off the working day or in- 
creased the pay by one cent an hour they created a condition which affected 
the farmers. Their men were anxious to come to the cities. If they short- 
ened the time for earning money they increased the time for spending money. 
Lvery advantage of that kind cost something more in the production of food. 
Living became more expensive. More men and women were added to the 
ranks of the workers in the cities, with an inevitable increase in the number 
of unemployed and added acuteness to the problems which the city worker 
had to contend against. 

Premier Norris expressed the opinion that the extreme labor man was 
thus standing in his own light when he advised a 44-hour week, because he 
took from the ranks of the producer on the farms and added to the ranks of 
the consumers in the cities. The balance must be kept equal to maintain 
the ability to bring in new money, and new money was that which was pro- 
duced from the soil itself, and it was only to the extent that that new money 
was produced that steady and profitable employment could be provided for 
the city artizan, store clerk and office employee. Not less work, but more 
work, was the crying need of the times. 

Another point urged by Premier Norris was that, along with a renewal of 
confidence and a determination to work hard and faithfully, there was a very 
great need for economy. In this cognection he said: ‘The majority of wage 
earners and lower salaried men are living right up to the mark every month; 
indeed, a large number of them are living one month ahead of their salaries. 
If we can turn them around and get them to live one month behind their 
salaries for the next few months, getting them away from the effect-of living 


Summed up, Mr. Norris’ conclusions as to the remedies to apply to pres- 
ent conditions, are: All citizens must develop more confidence. They must 
be industrious. There are too many persons who do not wish to work more | 
than eight hours a day. Some people can afford to live in ease without work, 
but they are not many. If persons are not industrious they cannot succeed. 
They must practice economy. They can save enough money to get one! 
month ahead of their'salary, and they can easily do it if they make up their 
minds. They would find it was just as easy to live one month behind their 
salary as it was to live one month ahead of it if they would but make up their 
minds to do it. ‘here must be industry and economy and with these would 


come optimism, confidence and prosperity.

For Better Roads 


Spend $1,570,000 on Roads and Bridges 
in Saskatchewan 

According to announcement made 
by J. C. Gardiner, Saskatchewan Min- 
ister of Highways, approximately $1,- 
570,000 will be spent on roads and 
large capital bridges in the province 
this season.

About $900,000 will be required to

pretty much like wayes in the water. 

Suppose a string is attached to a

Timber Protection in the West 
Efficient Fire Breventlen Necessary 
for Forests, Minister of Interior 
Says 

The preservation and replenishing

Much of the Bran and Shorts 
Milled do not Conform to 
Standards 


A matter of vital importance to far- 
mers, dairymen and stock ralsers is 
the character of the feeds that they 
have to supply to livestock. So many 
complaints were received regarding 
the unsuitability of much of the mill- 
by-products of wheat—bran, 
shorts, middlings and feed flour—that 
the Dominion Minister of Agriculture 
concluded to make an investigation 
with a view of ascertaining how far 
the present standards for these feed- 
ing stuffs, in respect to percentage of 
protein, fat and fibre, as set forth in 
the regulations of the Feeding Stufts 
Act, are today strictly applicable. 
Also to determine the cause or causes 
of the complaints, particularly as 
they related to the effect of feeding 
such products to swine and young 
stock generally. Preliminary to the 
investigation, joint meetings were 
held of representatives of the Millers’ 
Associations, Livestock Associations, 
and of the Federal Department of Ag 
riculture, and as a result trial samples 
of feeding stuffs from all parts of the 
country were gathered in and tested 
by the Dominion Chemist. 

The evidence secured and the re 
commendations reached, are given in 
detail in a bulletin just issued by the 
Department of Agriculture at Ottawa, 
entitled “Bran, Shorts, Middlings and 
Weed Flour.” It is disclosed that 
much of the bran and shorts now mill- 
ed do not conform with the present 
standards. The causes for this are: 
First, the marked changes in modern 
milling practices, whereby a larger 
proportion than heretofore of flour 
particles are removed from the by 
products; and, second, the practice 
adopted by some mills of grinding and 
mixing with the shorts the mill-run 
screenings, which at best must be re 
garded as adulterants, ‘The stand- 
ards recommended as a result of the 
data collected are: Tor bran, not less 
than 15 per cent of protein instead of

14 as at present; not less than 3.5 of 
fat instead of 3 per cent.; and not 


more than 11.6 per cent. of fibre in- 
stead of 10 per cent. For shorts, not 
less than 16 per cent. of protein in- 
stead of 16; not less than 5 per cent. 
of fat instead of 4; and no change in 
fibre, the percentage of which stands 
at not more than 8 per cent.

Income Tax on Aliens 


Would Affect Non-Residents Employ- 
ed in Country or Deriving Incomes

Taking Nose Printe May Do Away 
With Branding 

The use of thumb or finger prints 
in identifying criminals {s well known 
to everyone who has read popular de- 
tective stories. It has remained, it 
is claimed, for O. H. Baker, a mem- 
ber of the United States Jersey Cat- 
tle Club, to put a similar system into 
practical use for the identification of 
livestock,. 

With a piece of smoked glass Mr. 
Baker succeeded in taking impres- 
sions of the noses of several Jerseys 
and found that in no case was there 
any similarity in the arrangement of 
the nodules, lines and ridges which 
mark the nose of the cow. He later 
interested the Minnesota Agricultural 
College in his Idea and considerable 
experimental work has been done 
since. 

Advocates of this method point out 
that, if practical, {t will eliminate the 
troublesome method of tattooing 
marks on animals and, likewise, will 
relleye the tester the difficulty each 
month of locating and reading the 
tattoo mark, For the solid-colored 
breeds, such as Jerseys and Guern- 
seys, such a method should be a very 
great boon, Likewise, for Holsteins 
and Ayrshires it will be much sim- 
pler than making a set of complicated 
charts of color markings. 

The material used at present to 
take these marks is a common inking 


pad smeared with printer’s ink, which | 


is applied to the cow's nose after be 
ing thoroughly dried. A piece of un- 
glazed paper Is then pressed firmly 
against the nose when an impression 
clear enough for identification pur- 
poses is secured.
